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A NEW school for autistic children 
has been singled out for praise in a 
national report. 

Churchill Special Free School in 
Haverhill’s Chalkstone Way is the 
only special school featured as a 
case study in Ofsted’s annual re¬ 
port, which came out on Tuesday. 

The school teaches children and 
young people aged 8 to 18 years old 
with autism and communication 
difficulties and was set up two years 
ago as part of the Samuel Ward 
Academy Trust. 

Headteacher Georgina Ellis went 
to the launch event for the report in 
London on Tuesday. 

She said: “I was really proud see¬ 
ing it there, to actually see it in 
print.” 

She went on: “This is a fantastic 
achievement and a real recogni¬ 
tion of how incredibly hard every¬ 
one has worked - staff, parents and 
students who have to work hard to 
overcome the challenges and barri¬ 
ers they face. 

“We have a very clear vision and 
clarity over what needs to be done. I

see every day what a difference we 
are making to students and how we 
are helping them achieve in all ar¬ 
eas of life.” 

The case study in the report ex¬ 
plains the school’s almost unique 
set-up as a special school on the 
same site as a mainstream high 
school - Samuel Ward Academy. 

This enables the pupils to share 


resources and specialist teaching to 
drive learning outcomes. 

The report continues: “Leaders’ 
relentless pursuit of the best aca¬ 
demic and personal achievement 
for all pupils was exemplary and 
ensured excellent outcomes. The 
entire staff were fully engaged in 
this drive; they demonstrated high 
aspirations for all pupils through 


their high-quality teaching. As soon 
as pupils started at the school, de¬ 
tailed assessment identified gaps in 
their knowledge and their personal 
needs.” 

It also highlights how pupils’ 
needs are met with help from vari¬ 
ous providers including speech and 
language therapists, and that staff 
break down targets into manage¬ 


able steps. 

This comes after the school re¬ 
ceived an “outstanding” rating in its 
first ever Ofsted report in July. 

Head of the Samuel Ward Acad¬ 
emy Trust, Howard Lay, said: “I feel 
really really positive about it, and 
they deserve it. 

“The school opened from scratch, 
and in 18 months to get ‘outstand¬ 
ing’ rehects how well the school has 
done. 

“What I think is really special 
about this particular school is the 
emphasis on learning and out¬ 
comes. Although the students have 
got issues, they get to overcome 
them and the staff unrelentingly 
challenge the pupils. 

“I am really, really glad we went 
ahead with the free school despite 
opposition. 

“I am really pleased on behalf of 
the staff.” 

Churchill Special Free School had 
just nine pupils when it opened 
in 2013, but now has 49, and will 
reach full capacity with 70 pupils 
next year. 

Over two-thirds of the pupils 
there access some lessons on the 
mainstream secondary school site, 
with even the youngest pupils using 
Samuel Ward’s PE facilities.

Appeal against cottage 
planning decision 

THE owner of a historic cottage has 
launched a planning appeal - after 
councillors said he couldn’t build new 
homes on the site.

A PEDESTRIAN crossing 
which residents and council¬ 
lors have been campaigning 
for is being delivered - as a 
schoolgirl adds her voice to 
the fight. 

The crossing, which resi¬ 
dent Ron Davies began cam¬ 
paigning for in autumn 2012, 
will provide a safe place 
to cross the A1307 outside 
Sainsbury’s. 

The supermarket stands 
opposite a bus stop, where 
students - including 15-year- 
old Ellen Parrett - get off the 
bus from Cambridge. 

Ellen, who lives in Keding- 
ton, takes the bus from the 
stop to her school, St Mary’s 
in Cambridge, every day. She 
decided to get in contact 
with Haverhill Town Council 
about the road as she says it 
poses a danger to residents. 

She said: “It’s really unsafe. 
The cars travel at quite a 
speed. There’s lots of people 
when I am crossing who are 
really scared - you can hear 
them talking about it. You 
can wait up to ten minutes 
to cross. 

“I cross the road every day 
to get to the bus stop. I’ve 
seen people just run across

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when there are cars coming.” 

The same safety concerns 
were what caused Mr Davies 
to start the initial campaign 
three years ago. 

He said: “It was when a 
couple of young lads jumped 
off the bus and darted across 
the road. There was a car 
overtaking the bus and luck¬ 
ily the driver stopped just in 
time. That’s when we had the 
initial thought.” 

Ellen wrote to the town 
council about the issue on 
November 12 and received a 
reply on November 20 saying 
the crossing was about to be 
installed. 

She said: “I was really hap¬ 
py because it’s now going to 
be safe for people.” 

Mr Davies added: “It’s nice 
to see it started after three 
years and hopefully it goes 
according to plan. I would 
imagine there’s a large num¬ 
ber of people who will be 
very glad to see it.” 

County councillors also 
became involved in the cam¬ 
paign and donated funds 


from their locality budgets 
towards it. These included 
Cllrs Ann Gower, Mary Ev¬ 
ans, julian Flood, Tim Marks 
and Tony Brown. 

Cllr Brown said: “I’m very 
very pleased it’s happening. 
It’s been a long time coming 
and there’s been a lot of ef¬ 
fort from campaigners and 
councillors to try and get this 
done.” 

Work began on the cross¬ 
ing last Thursday and the 
county council say it will 
take about three weeks to 
complete. 

The bus stop will be 
moved to the eastern side of 
the new crossing and a new 
footway will be installed. 
The road leading up to the 
new crossing will also be re¬ 
surfaced, from the Park Road 
mini-roundabout opposite 
B&Q to the Hanchett end 
roundabout the other side of 
Sainsbury’s. 

The road will not be closed 
during the works, but two- 
way traffic lights will be in¬ 
stalled so that traffic can 
continue to flow. The tem¬ 
porary lights will be manu¬ 
ally controlled during busy 
periods.

Pub celebrates cricket 
star’s local connections

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A VILLAGE pub has been redec¬ 
orated in honour of one of the 
greatest cricketers of the 20th 
century. 

Bradman’s in Withersfield was 
formerly known as the White 
Horse. It has been decorated 
with Don Bradman memorabilia 
and painted in the Australian 
colours of green and gold. 

But this isn’t just the tribute of 
a fan - the pub, in Hollow Hill, 
was originally owned by the fam¬ 
ily of the legendary sportsman. 

Pub manager Lee D’Arcy-Jones 
said: “Around the turn of the cen¬ 
tury there was a guy called Brad- 
nam who owned the pub. 

“He emigrated to Australia and 
they made a mistake with his 
name on the immigration pa¬ 
pers. 

“He had a son who became Sir 
Donald Bradman, the greatest 
cricketer who ever lived.” 

He says that Don Bradman 
kept up his links with the village

and used to open fetes there. 

Mr D’Arcy-Jones continued: 
“There’s a lot of memorabilia go¬ 
ing up. We have a lot of memo¬ 
rabilia about his team in 1948, 
when he toured with an Austral¬ 
ian side known as ‘The Invinci¬ 
ble s’.” 

The pub used to be known as 
the White Horse, but closed ear¬ 


lier this year. 

It reopened as a bar in Sep¬ 
tember after Withersfield’s vil¬ 
lage fete, and re-launched with a 
restaurant last week.

Company to axe 
57 jobs in switch 


DRUGS manufacturer Sa- 
nofi is axing 57 jobs at its 
Haverhill site - around a 
sixth of the 333 employed 
there. 

The jobs will be lost as the 
company moves its label¬ 
ling, pack and release activi¬ 
ties to the company’s site in 
Waterford, Ireland, where its 
rare disease medicines are 
manufactured. 

The transfer will not be 
completed until 2019 and 
the jobs will be lost in phas¬ 
es - four in 2017, 37 in 2018 
and 16 in 2019. 

Employees were notified 
of the job losses last week. 

Site manager Jim Moretta 
said: “It’s extremely sad to 
lose a part of our business 
which is such a part of the 
heritage of the site. 

“There’s a lot of affection 
for that area of the business 
because it’s where the site 
came from. I feel very sorry 
for the employees and fami-

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lies impacted.” 

A support programme is 
being put in place for all the 
employees affected by the 
job losses. 

They will be offered the 
opportunity to relocate to 
Waterford and to other Sa- 
nofi sites, including Holmes 
Chapel in Cheshire and Pir- 
b right in Surrey. 

Mr Moretta said: “We are 
going to have some addi¬ 
tional money available for 
locational retraining. We 
are offering CV support and 
we will be running job skills 
workshops through our own 
training team.” 

Thirty per cent of the la¬ 
belling, pack and release 
activities will remain at the 
Haverhill site. The main 
manufacturing that goes on 
there, of an active ingredi¬ 
ent in kidney drugs called 


Sevelamer, will remain un¬ 
affected. 

Mr Moretta said the com¬ 
pany is looking to expand 
the manufacturing side of 
the business. 

He said talks are currently 
under way with a US com¬ 
pany about the develop¬ 
ment of a drug which could 
result in a new facility open¬ 
ing on the Haverhill site in 
2018. 

“That’s just the one US 
opportunity,” he added. “We 
are in the process of scout¬ 
ing for other opportunities. 
We are working with re¬ 
searchers from Cambridge 
University, we are scouting 
through Paris.” 

Mr Moretta said: “We rec¬ 
ognise that we are one of the 
biggest and most important 
employers in Haverhill and 
we want to do everything we 
can to maintain the unique 
and continuous skillset we 
have.” 


Logistics company loses contract 


A LOGISTICS company 
based in Haverhill has lost 
one of its contracts. 

Culina, in the town's 
Iceni Way, will no longer 
be working with yoghurt 
company Lactalis, which has 
taken the decision to move 


to another provider. 

A spokesperson for Culina 
said they "may need to 
review manning levels" as a 
result, but stressed that they 
were aiming to replace the 
volume of work lost through 
new and existing accounts. 


The spokesperson 
continued: "Culina is clearly 
disappointed to lose the 
continued opportunity 
to work with Lactalis, 
however, the reasons were 
due to changing customer 
requirements."

THE closure of Haverhill’s walk-in centre 
three years ago is still posing a challenge to 
healthcare in the town, says one NHS boss 
- but he thinks services could overcome this 
by working together. 

Dr Ed Garratt, chief operating officer of the 
NHS West Suffolk Clinical Commissioning 
Group, met West Suffolk MP Matthew Han¬ 
cock and Haverhill GPs’ practice managers 
for a ‘catch-up’ on healthcare in Haverhill on 
Friday. 

They discussed recent developments 
in healthcare in West Suffolk, including a 
scheme to help care homes and health ser¬ 
vices work more closely together and new 
staff at Haverhill practices. 

Haverhill’s walk-in centre closed in 2012 
and the town currently has two GP practic¬ 
es, Haverhill Family Practice and Clements 
Christmas Makings. Haverhill is set to grow 
substantially in the coming years with more 
than 3,500 new homes set to be built to the 
north of the town. 

Dr Garratt said after the meeting: “I think 
the challenges are still there from the closure 
of the walk-in centre. The demand for servic¬ 
es in Haverhill is higher than in other parts of 
West Suffolk. However, what we are seeing is 
that patient outcomes are outstanding. The 
challenge is between needs and wants.” 

He pointed out that according to NHS sta¬ 
tistics, West Suffolk has outstanding patient 
outcomes for cancer, heart disease, strokes 
and elderly care. 

He added: “I think what I would really like 
to see in Haverhill and everywhere is col¬ 
laboration.” 

One new collaborative scheme has just 
launched at the Meadows care home in 
Haverhill. It involves social services and 
healthcare professionals creating a care plan 
for each resident in case they need emergen¬ 
cy treatment. 

Another example of collaboration between 
services is the recent hiring of two paramed¬ 
ics to treat minor complaints at Haverhill GP 
practices. This is on top of three new GPs be¬ 
ing hired at Clements Christmas Makings. 

Dr Garratt also acknowledged that an ex¬ 
panding population and poor transport links 
to West Suffolk Hospital in Bury St Edmunds 
are challenges facing Haverhill healthcare 
providers. 

He said improved transport links were 
something the CCG had petitioned the 
county council about. 

He added about the expansion of the town: 
“We are working with the local councils to 
look at the strategy for planning and growth, 
and healthcare conversations will be part of 
that. Clearly we will need to plan ahead with 
the growing population.”

VICTIM: Alison Folwell fell victim to an email scam which has cost her £2,400 


Email scam costs 
woman £2,400 


A WOMAN has been conned 
out of £2,400 by fraudsters 
who hacked into her build¬ 
er’s email account. 

Alison Folwell, a 38-year- 
old copywriter, had work 
done to her house earlier this 
year, and builder Dan McCal¬ 
lum emailed her requesting 
payment on Monday, No¬ 
vember 9. 

The next morning she re¬ 
ceived an email from Mr Mc- 
Callum’s account asking her 
to put the money into a dif¬ 
ferent bank account as the 
payment was urgent. 

Ms Folwell, who lives in 
School Crescent, Kedington, 
said: “It was all spot on the 
way that he wrote.” 

She transferred the money 
the same day. When Mr Mc- 
Callum said that it hadn’t 
come through, she emailed 
him checking the details of 
the bank account. 

It wasn’t until that Friday, 
November 19, that she re¬ 
ceived a message from Mr 
McCallum saying he had 
found her email in the delet-

ed folder, and he had never 
sent the email with the new 
bank account details. 

“You get the cold shivers 
up the spine,” said Ms Fol¬ 
well. 

Mr McCallum now believes 
that the hacker who sent the 
bank details started reading 
and deleting his emails sev¬ 
eral weeks earlier. 

He added: “I feel violated, 
I suppose. It’s not very nice 
to have somebody looking 
through all your emails.” 

One more of his customers 
was targeted by the fraudster, 
but Mr McCallum was able to 
warn him not to transfer any 
money. 

Ms Folwell says she has 
been told by the bank that 
the money was transferred 
out of the bogus account at 
3pm on the day it arrived. 
She says she has been told 
that because she transferred 


it willingly and it wasn’t 
her email account that was 
hacked, she may not be able 
to reclaim it 

She said: “It’s sort of dis¬ 
belief. You think: ‘How can 
this have happened?’. You go 
back through everything and 
check all the details.” 

Mr McCallum added: “I 
had sort of read about it, I 
had seen it on the TV, but I 
never thought it would hap¬ 
pen to me.” 

He advised people doing 
business by email to get an 
account where they own the 
domain name. 

Both Ms Folwell and Mr 
McCallum have reported the 
incident to Action Fraud.

Help over tax 
credit problem 


IN the run-up to Christmas, as 
financial pressures from cold 
weather and the festive season 
set in, the News is running a series 
of columns from Citizens' Advice 
Suffolk West on how to save mon¬ 
ey this holiday season. This week, 
the experts let you know what to 
do if you are told your tax credits 
were overpaid. 

Q. 

HMRC has just contacted me 
to say that I owe them money 
as they have overpaid my tax 
credits. I didn’t realise that this 
could happen, and I don’t have 
enough money set aside to pay 
them back. What should I do? 

A. 

Tax credits are designed to give 
working people a little bit of ex¬ 
tra income to help guarantee a 
decent standard of living from 
work. 

Unfortunately, the system by 
which entitlement to tax credits 
is decided is complicated and 
can often lead to people falling 
into debt when they are asked 
to repay money they’ve wrongly 
been given by HMRC. 

Tax credits are gradually be¬ 


ing phased into the Govern¬ 
ment’s new universal credit 
system, which is intended to re¬ 
duce credit miscalculations and 
overpayments. 

However, while we wait for 
the system to change, problems 
with the current process seem 
to be getting worse. Last year, 
Citizens’ Advice across England 
and Wales saw a 14 per cent in¬ 
crease in problems relating to 
debt caused by tax credit over¬ 
payments. 

The combination of pressures 
on people’s living costs means 
that being asked to repay tax 
credits at the end of the year can 
be a real blow. Sky-high energy 
bills, expensive childcare and 
wages which are still failing to 
keep up with costs mean that it 
can be a real struggle for house¬ 
holds to make ends meet. The 
last thing hard-pressed house¬ 
holds need is for HMRC to put 
them in more debt. 

Often, HMRC will be willing 
to work with you to see what 
you can afford to pay back, but 
in many cases, poor communi¬ 
cation and delays by the agency

A MARATHON isn’t enough of a 
challenge for Dan Jones. The fa¬ 
ther of two, who lives in Haver¬ 
hill’s Fisher Close, has to com¬ 
plete the 26-mile run with a 601b 
pack on his back - while breaking 
a world record. 

Dan will be taking on the Lon¬ 
don Marathon in April next year, 
and is going to attempt the fastest 
marathon ever run while carrying 
a 601b pack. 

He has registered the attempt 
with the Guinness Book of World 
Records, which says that the cur¬ 
rent record is 4 hours, 39 minutes, 
7 seconds.

Dan said: “Running is great but 
I kind of like to really push myself 
to the limit. The guys are always

“I did some training with the 
special forces reserve unit in 
Cambridge and we would do runs 
with a crazy amount of weight on 
our backs. I just went through the 
Guinness Book of Records and 
looked for something.” 

He hopes to complete the run 
in around 4 hours 30 minutes. 

The British Forces Foundation 
is a charity which aims to boost 
morale for UK soldiers by provid¬ 
ing top-quality entertainment. 

“Being an ex-soldier, it is quite 
a key part of being out there,” said 
Dan. “It kind of keeps you on the 
straight and narrow.”

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New potholes fund 'is just 
a drop in the ocean’: RAC 


A NEW central fund for 

combating potholes has been 
described as "a drop in the 
ocean" by motoring groups. 

George Osborne announced £250 
million of funding over the next five 
years for the "permanent" scheme. 

RAC chief engineer David Bizley 
described the policy as "good news", 
but warned it was "no more than 
a drop in the ocean in terms of the 
scale of the problem". 

He said: "The Government's own 
estimated backlog for repairing local 
roads is up to £8.6 billion, which 
shows the scale of the funding 
shortage. We urge local authorities to 
use this money wisely by carrying out 
preventative maintenance rather than 
just short-term remedial repairs." 

AA president Edmund King claimed 
the announcement was "a sticking 
plaster approach". 

He said: "The fund may fill 5,000 
holes in Blackburn but it won't cover 
the national maintenance backlog by 
a country mile." 

The Chancellor was praised after 
revealing in his Spending Review that 
the Government will provide up to 


£250 million for a new permanent 
lorry park in Kent to relieve pressure 
on roads when Channel crossings are 
disrupted. 

The procedure currently used is 
Operation Stack, which involves using 
parts of the M20 for waiting lorries 
to park until they can continue their 
journey. 

A consultation will be held to 
determine the location of the new 
lorry park. 

Roger Gale, Tory MP for North 
Thanet, commented: "We'll be getting 
a facility that will be useful to the road 
haulage fraternity and will take the 
strain when Operation Stack would 
otherwise have had to be introduced. 

"Hopefully, we will now be able to 
move forward to properly regulate our 
lay-bys and our verges so we don't 
have lorry drivers using the highways 
and byways as lavatories. 

"Some of the lay-bys in east Kent 
are absolutely revolting. Now we've 
got the opportunity to provide a 
proper facility, there can be no excuse 
for that kind of behaviour." 

Steve Gooding, director of motoring 
research charity the RAC Foundation,

said: "After decades of dithering, it is 
pleasing to see £250 million allocated 
to keep Kent's roads clear when there 
is cross-Channel disruption. HGVs 
should be parked up in permanent 
sites, not on the motorways." 

Mr Osborne's decision to continue 
the freeze on fuel duty was cautiously 
welcomed by campaigners. 

Quentin Willson, of FairFuelUK, 
said: "We are grateful to him for the 


continuing freeze that's lasted five 
years. But let's not forget, the UK 
motorist remains the highest levied 
tax contributor in Europe. 

"He could have been more 
courageous for the economy's sake 
and cut it by three pence. Be warned, 
this is probably now a fiscal platform 
for him to increase duty in the April 
Budget." 

Mr Osborne told the House of 
Commons that he was maintaining 
funding for a number of major 
transport projects. 

He announced that the Department 
for Transport's operational budget will 
fall by 37 per cent, but declared "we 
are the builders" as he explained how 
there will be "the biggest increase for 
a generation" in the sector's capital 
spending - up 50% to £61 billion. 

The Chancellor backed construction 
of High Speed 2 - whose first phase 
will link London with Birmingham - 
as well as electrification schemes such 
as the Great Western route from the 
capital to south Wales. 

The £15 billion road investment 
strategy - the biggest since the 1970s 
-has been protected.

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Motorways: Maybe the 
solution is to build up? 



DOUBLE-DECKER MOTORWAYS: Could this be the answer to our traffic woes? 


T HE number of cars on the UK's 
motorways increased by 1.9 per 
cent between 2013 and 2014. 

It's expected there will be a similar 
rise in the same period from 2014 
to 2015, which means more than 65 
million motorway miles driven in each 
of these periods. 

When the UK's motorways are 
under such pressure and expanding 
the roads network is such a 
contentious issue, should we be 
looking for alternatives to widening 
these roads? In the house building 
industry, it's long been a problem 
finding new land to build on, 
especially in heavily populated areas. 
The solution here has been to build 
up, with the ultimate expression of 
this philosophy being the skyscraper. 

Road builders could learn a thing 
from this way of thinking. If the UK 
were to adopt "double-decker" 
motorways, we could double the 
amount of road space with very 
little impact on the surrounding 
countryside. There would be no need 
to widen existing roads other than 


at junctions to create a little more 
space for slip roads on and off the 
motorway. 

Motorways already have a central 
reservation that would be ideal 
for positioning the main spine of a 
support for the upper deck. In the 
same way some bridges run with 
traffic on one level and trains on 


another, we could adapt this design to 
allow for a two-tier motorway system. 

Such a motorway exists already 
in the UK on a small section of the 
A167 (M) in Newcastle, so the idea 
is not such a barmy one and nor is 
it something that hasn't been tried 
before. As a result, the technology 
already exists, it's only the political 


will that's lacking. 

If politicians need another prompt, 
double-decker motorways could 
also greatly help reduce road traffic 
collisions. They could separate out 
different streams of traffic, placing 
heavy goods vehicles on the lower 
deck away from cars. 

The consequence of this is much 
less disparity in the relative speeds 
of vehicles using the same section 
of motorway. It would also mean 
car drivers being less frustrated at 
slower moving vehicles, which is 
an important consideration when 
frustration often leads to poor 
judgment by drivers. 

While not every stretch of 
motorway would be suited to a 
double-decker design or require 
this kind of radical solution to traffic 
flow, there are swathes of the UK's 
motorway network that could be 
improved with such a scheme. 

If we want to have freer flowing 
motorways with less effect on the 
environment, now is the time to think 
up rather than out.
